A great and gratifying change is ra- 
])iilly coming over the English mind 
respecting the proper mode of treating 
the Irish people. I t need not be ima- 
gined that that change is due to the 
recent horrible agrarian outrages on 
persons and property. It is owing al- 
most entirely to the feeling which is 
springing up in Eiiglishnicn'siniiul.s that 
past legislation has resulted in failure 
and that the way. to win the confidence 
and loyalty of the Emerald [slanders is 
to legislate so as to remove the griev- 
ances under which they havo labored 
for centuries and secure them fixity of 
tenure and • rental. Statistics show 
that the number of owners of plots of 
land above ten acres is o. r >,000, while 
the tenants number (100,000, and those 
nearly all tenants at will ; that there 
are in Ireland ir>0,000 mud cabins 
with only one apartment, and these arc 
occupied by 228,000 families ; that out 
of the 000,000 holdings 100,000 are 
under 30 acres, and 300,000 do not ex- 
ceed 15 acres, while 130 of them do 
not exceed live. In one estate in Con- 
naught there are no fewer than 3,900 
tenants, not one of whom pays more 
than £4 a year rent. In the county of 
Donegal there are 17,000, in. Gal way 
18,000, and in Mayo 19,000 holdings 
under an annual value of .£4. Mr. 
C'OWEN, M. P. for Newcastle, in quot- 
ing these statistics, forcibly said that 
"it was impossible for the occupiers to 
livo upon the produce of such small 
"plots. Ho had collected the gross 
value of the produce of several hold 
ings larger than these, and he found 
that it did not amount on an average to 
more than .€20 a year. This was the 
gross value of tho yield. Out of that 
rent was to be paid and seed bought. 
A. family could not live on such a 
miserable pittance, and some of them 
wore sent away to England to labour 
at the harvest and in the factories. 
Thoy managed in this way to pay the 
rent and buy the seed for tho next 
year. The altered mode of conduct- 
ing agricultural operations in this 
country, and the lessened demand for 
labour there had beon of late, had de- 
prived the poor Connaught peasant of 
this means of adding to his income. 
The Irish peasant was in a worse posi- 
tion than the peasant proprietors in 
other countries. The dread of divid- 
ing the land or sub-letting it was the 
point urged most strongly. But what- 
ever plans were adopted, whether it 
was fixity of tenure or peasant pro 
prietary, the first thing to be done for 
Ireland was to dry it. The land was 
saturated with moisture, and land was 
thus rendered useless. There were 
4,700,000 acres lying absolutely waste. 
Some of this was mountain and some 
irreclaimable, but the greater portion 
could be made cultivable. Surface 
drainage was of comparatively little 
value until a system of arterial drain- 
age was instituted. If this were done 
tho many valuable acres that were now 
worthless would be made profitable. 
Others that were now in a slate of 
setni-waste would be improved, and the 
entiro atmosphere and conditions of 
life would be purified and bettered." 
Is not the above a sorry picture ? Tho 
Irish question is surrounded by grave 
difficulties. Not alone have the dis- 
trust and enmity of the land occupier

to be overcome ; but the landlord has 
to he brought to regard any measure 
that may be adopted for the tranquil i- 
zation of the country as one that will 
confer as great benefits upon him by 
securing him in the collection of a fair 
rental and making his life and pro- 
perty safe. At present he holds both 
upon a very uncertain tenure. The 
condition of Ireland is the most serious 
and urgent political question before 
Great Britain. Upon the character 
of the legislation of the approaching 
session everything depends. What 
Ireland stands in need of is practi- 
cal and conciliatory legislation, and 
the futuro of the country will be as 
peaceful and prosperous as the past lias 
been disturbed and wretched.

A2T IMPRISONED HITTJALIST. 

Tho £»?-- T. PolMm Dale's Exvoriencos 
in Hollo , way Goal. 

The Rev. T. Pelham Dale, now in 
llolloway Prison, in accordance with 
the sentence of Lord Penzance for con- 
tumacy in disobeying the decision of 
the Court of Arches as to the alleged 
illegal ritual in his Church of St. Ve- 
chtst, City of London, has been inter- 
viewed. Ho was found seated with his 
son, who acts as his amenuensis, in a 
large double cell, which he occupies as 
his sitting room. A bright lire was 
burning on tho hearth, two or three 
comfortable-looking chairs.a large table 
covered with books and papers, and a 
smaller one on which were refresh- 
ments, and a pretty bouquet. A door- 
way led into a small cell which Mr. 
Dale uses as his sleeping room. The 
rector's right hand was bandaged owing 
to an abscess having formed which pre- 
vents him writing. Through the court- 
esy of the prison officials, however, his 
son is allowed to be with him two hours 
daily, and this enables him to attend 
to his voluminous correspondence. In 
reply to questions, Mr. Dale stated 
that he felt very well, and his doctor 
had informed that there was a slight 
improvement in his general condition 
which hns been far from strong for 
some time past, ''flow do you like 
your quarters, Mr. Dale, and are you 
fairly treated V 1 asked the rector. "I 
have no cause to complain on either 
score, sir," saiil he. "The officers here 
are gentlemen, and Colonel Milman, 
the governor of the prison, is a very 
courteous aud kind gentleman. As to 
this room," said he, looking round at 
it, "why it is very like what my rooms 
were at Sydney College, Cambridge, 
of which 1 was a fellow, and where; I 
was lodged when a younger man. That 
little cupboard in the corner there with 
the door to it answers to what at col- 
lege we called tho 'gyp room,' the place 
we kept our provisions in." "Your 
cells are, I see, on the ground iloor.and 
they are rather dark, and those sombre 
yew tree branches outside do not form 
what one would call a cheerful out- 
look - ," I remarked. "Oil,"' said Mr. 
Dale, "tho room is as good as some of 
those that young men 'keep in' at col- 
lege." "Are you permitted to see your 
friends occasionally 1" I asked. "Yes, 
I have callers every day. Mrs. Dale 
comes to see me every morning and 
one of my daughters accompanies her. 
They stay about ono hour and in the 
afternoon my son is with me for about 
two hours." "What course is it in- 
tended to adopt to obtain your release?" 
I inquired. "That I do not know," 
Mr. Dale replied. I have put myself 
unreservedly in tho hands of my law- 
yers. Of course I am anxious to be re- 
stored to my family and congregation 
and would' like to get out of prison 
as soon as possible. Indeed, my in- 
structions to my lawyors were to get 
me out as quickly as I came here, 
for a certain purpose,. but sooner than 
surrender one iota of principle for 
which I am kept here, 1 will stay all 
my life in prison. I have taken my 
stand in tho interests of the Church of 
England and her liberties, and am re 
solved to abide all consequences. Vet 
we must see when the time comes what 
is best to be done. At present 1 do 
not know that even the writ of habeas 
corpus will ever be applied for." "Per- 
mit me," I said, "to ask you, for form's 
sake, in view of what you have already 
stated, if you intend submitting to 
Lord Penzance's judgment (" "No, 
certainly not," said Mr. Dale, stoutly, 
and with more emphasis than he had 
previously used. "I do not intend to 
submit to this judgment." "May 1 
ask why 1" "Because," said the rector, 
"I consider his an usurped jurisdiction, 
and I could not, as a beneficed priest 
in the Church of England, acquiesce in 
it. I cannot permit a State-made 
Court to suspend mo ah officio, but, as 
far as at present advised, should sub- 
mit to be suspended ah benefficio. That 
is, the State may take away my 
temporalities or goods; but I will not 
allow that the civil power has any 
authority in spiritual matters. I am a 
priest in tho Church of England, and I 
hold a benefice. If tho State chooses 
to take away my benefice, justly or un- 
justly, I am bound as a citizen and a 
Christian man to submit, even to the 
spoliation of my goods; but I cannot 
allow tho State to interfere with my 
spiritual authority, delegated to me by 
the Bishop at nry ordination. What ulter- 
ior purposes were to be served in singling 
my church out I can only suspect, hut 
am not permitted to say. The ostensible 
reason given is the ritualistic practices, 
but I cannot help thinking matters 
which havo no connection witli church 
services havo had something to do with 
it. What wo wish to resloro is historic 
Christianity, and that alone. We are 
Englishmen, and object as much as the 
majority of our fellow-countrymen to 
Papal supremacy." 

Mr. Dale, who is G5 years of. age, re- 
fuses to give up the key of his church 
to the nominee of the Bishop of Lon- 
don, standing on his legal right as to 
St. Yedast's being his freehold, of 
which he can only be deprived by forco. 
The Church Association decided that 
ho should be searched and the key 
taken from him. To this, howevcr,the 
governor of the prison refused to ac- 
cede, unless on the production of a re- 
gular search warrant. The case of the 
rev. gentleman will be brought before 
tho Courts for argument, unless he is 
set free in the meantime by order of 
the Home Secretary. 

On the first Sunday after his impri- 
sonment he had to put up with poor 
fare, a bowl of cocoa and dry bread for 
breakfast and supper, no spoon being 
supplied, and Irish stew for dinner. He 
has received the Holy Communion 
from a London clergyman from out- 
side.

Mr. Pearse road from tho City of Vic- 
toria official map, 1880, to show that the 
registration of the city plan was a finality 
— the plan was confirmed by registration. 
Lie explained that the commissioners had 
acted in tho best interosts of the city in 
not insisting upon changes where their 
fulfilment would result in groat injury to 
private parties. 

Tho Mayor said tho Dominion govern- 
ment's representative contended that lie 
had a right to placo tho postoffico build- 
ing about 3 feet nearer the streot than at 
present. He claimed 35 feet from tho 
centreline. 

Coun. Smith said tho west side of Gov- 
ernment street did not form the arc of a 
circle. It was a succession of angles and 
stones might be oasily placed in the 
middle of the street. Tho official map of 
this year did not agree with the official 
map of 1858. If the latter showed the 
deflection to exist the mattor was settled. 
But if it did not tho commissioners could 
not change tho line. 

Mr. Pearao said these lots were sold in 
1859 by tho Hudson Bay Co. and not by 
tho government of Vancouvor Island and 
tho only map was that of the Hudson Bay 

Couu. Smith said the commissioners 
were required to follow tho map of 1858. 
It would bo a vory easy matter for the 
commissioners to lay down stone in tho 
middle of tho street. 

Mr. Peinberton questioned very much 
if after tho long lapse of time the street 
could be encroached upon. 

Coun. Smith — Why, the Dominion gov- 
ernment are already encroaching and they 
may erect porticos throe foot still .further 
out. 

Mr. Peinberton— Then an injunction 
mhould bo asked for. 

Tho Mayor said the barrister should bo 
consulted. 

Coun. Mansoll said that the commis- 
sioners wero instructed to make as little 
change as possible j but it was nonsense 
for anyone to talk of taking possession of 
the extra feet. 

Coun. McLean said tho views of the com- 
missioners should bosustainedand the city 
should stand on its dignity and contest 
this matter with tho Dominion govern- 
ment. Ho would move that a lawyer's 
opinion be taken on the subjoct and 
consideration of tho pni tinn of the re- 
port having reference to Government 
street bo postponed. 

Conn. Clarke seconded tho motion and 
regretted that tho mailer hud copie up at 

m 

The resolution was carried. 

Tho portion of the report referring to 
the width of the public landing was next 
taken up. 

Mr. Pearse said tho original maps 
showed that tho width of \\ liarf streot was 
tiO feet, but Mr. Yates had contrived to 
get toniporary possession of ton . foet.of 
the street! The Crown Lands Committee 
had roDQi'tedtho width of thopublio landing 
to be from 20 to 42 feet wide. Wadding- 
ton's map of 1858 showed tho width of tho 
landing to be 32 feet, and the original 
official map on filo at the Lands and 
Works Oflicp had been manipulated Bo as 
to &how tho width of the landing to be 16 
fpet instead pf 32 feet. 

Coun. McLean complained that the re- 
port did not deal with the matter the 
committee was appointod to examine into, 
viz., the width of the landing. 

Coun. Clarke — What wo want to know 
is tho width of the landing not the width 
of Wharf stroet. 

Mf. Poarso produced a tracing from an

Wharf street 
feet wide. In 
1855 Mr. Yates came to him and asked 
permission to put a fence out ten feet into 
tho street to avoid carrying it down a 
steep bank and up again. Lots wero of 
no value then. So one imagined thero 
would be a city here and consent was 
given. From the same tracing ho could 
show that tho landing was set down as 
32 feet wide, and on the official map of 
1858 thero is evidence that the width of 
the landing (32 feet) has been altered to 
1G feet. 

Coun. McLean moved that the matter 
bo referred back to tho survey committee 
and the commissioners to report. 

Mr. Pearse said that Wharf street was 
CO feot wido, had been decided to bo so 
by the commissioners'. 

Coun. McLean's motion was carried. 

POLICE. 

The report of the police committee ap- 
pointed to confer with the government 
was read as follows: — 
To His Worship the Mayor and Council: — 

We acted upon the resolution passed at 
tho last meeting of the Council referring 
to tho city police force, and had a meet- 
ing with the attorney general of the pro- 
vince. 

Mr. Walkem stated that tho Council 
had the undoubted right to put an end to 
the arrangement made between tho late 
government and Council in 1877 as there 
was nothing in it binding on cither 
party. 

That the government would cordially 
afford the Council every opportunity of 
carrying out its viows as they tended to 
promote the better administration of 
justice. 

That the government, (he thought) 
I would not object to the Council using fas 
heretofore) the gaol fur the purpose of a 
lock up, provided tho expense of keeping 
city prisoners, which should be fixed on 
some settled plan, should be defrayed by 
the Council, together with any other out- 
lays necessary on account of the Corpor- 
ation, 

And provided also that the police 
should, if needed, be placed at tho dis- 
posal of tho Provincial Superintendent in 
matters occurring within the municipal 
police limits, antl further, that they 
might be employed on service requiring 
trained men, a reasonable distance, say 
30 miles beyond tho city limits, with the 
consent of the Mayor and upon specials 
being put in their place by the govern- 
ment; oither party to be at liberty to 
terminate thjs arrangement at will. 

Coun. McLean moved that the report 
road on Wednesday evening and tho re- 
commendations therein be adopted . 

Coun. Mansoll seconded and the reso- 
lution was carried unanimously. 

Coun. McLean said tho matter of tho 
police had occupied the Council for more 
than a year and he thought it high lime 
to take efficient steps to reform them. 
Matters had been going from bad to woiso 
and it was the duty of the Council t

A Floating? Fishory. 

j A plan for catching and preserving fish 
j on an entirely new principle has been 
broached and is likely to take a practical 
shape next summer. It is proposed to 
construct or purchase a powerful steamer 
and employ it in towing barges to tho 
rivers along the N. W. Coast lino. Tho 
usual nets and fishing-boats will be em- 
ployed first in catching oolachans-in Naas 
and Skeona rivers, where the run begins 
some two weeks before it reaches Frasor 
river. When tho oolachans leave the 
northern rivers tho establishment will 
follow the fish to Fraser river and there 
secure all they havo capacity for. As 
rapidly as the fish are caught they will lie 
tried or, packed in kits and barrels for 
oxport, all the work, excepting the catch- 
ing, being done on board. When tho 
oolachan " run " is over the steamer and 
barges, solecting a favorablo spot, will 
lie in wait for the salmon " run and it 
is thought that, by moving rapidly from 
point to point and performing on board 
the vessels tho work that is now performed 
at canneries on shore, a larger " catch. " 
will be assured at a much less cost than 
by the present method.

I Per steamship Dakota.] 
According to the London correspond- 
ents Jerusalem is to havo gas, street 
cars, passenger-elevators, and a tele- 
phone exchange. 

Liverpool antl Manchester are to be 
connected by telephone, and London is 
to be added to them in course of a short 
time. « 

The British India Steam Navigation 
Company will buiid in Glasgow three 
vessels, each -100 feet long, 5,000 tons 
gross, and 4,500 horse-power. 

The marriage of Lord Malmesbury is 
one of the most amusing circumstances 
London society has had to gossip about 
for some time. Towards tho closo of 
the season, the venerable nobleman was 
the subject of much joking on account 
of his unsuccessful attempt to secure 
tho widow of an oflicer killed in Zuzu- 
lantl. After, it was said, Lord Mal- 
mesbury had gone so far as to entrust 
the family jewels to the keeping of the 
fickle fair one, the object of his lovo 
was suddenly discovered to have mar- 
ried another gentleman. There was 
talk of actions and scandal galore, but 
the whole matter was mysteriously 
hushed up, and now the upshot of the 
business is that the Earl leads to the 
altar the younger sister of the lady who 
jilted him. The bride is twenty-four 
years of. age, and Lord Malmesbury 1ms 
entered his seventy-fourth year.
